in the same manner and to the lowest bidder as provi-
ded in this act; provided, that the said common coun-
cil in its iscretion may reject any or all bids that
shall be deemed by them exorbitant or too high, and
in case of the rejection of all bids for such cause, it
shall thereupon be the duty of said common council to
re-advertise for proposals for such printing in the same
manner as provided by this act.

SecrioN 3. All acts relating to the city of Milwan-
kee inconsistent with this act are hereby repealed.

SecrioN 4. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 298.

AN ACT relating to the revision of the statutes, and amendatory
of chapter 203, of the laws of 1875.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as /’ollows:’

SecrioN 1. The revisers appointed in pursuance of
chapter 203, of the laws of 1875, or that may be ap-

inted under any act amendatory thereof, are aathor-
1zed to expend such sum for additional clerk hire as
the justices of the supreme court shall deem just and
reasonable, to be audited by the secretary of state
upon the written allowance of such justices and paid
out of the state treasury out of any moneys belonging
to the general fund, not otherwise appropriated; pro-
vided, however, that not more than one thousand dollars
shall be expended for such additional clerk hire.

SecrioN 2. If in the opinion of a majority of the
justices of the supreme court, it shall be necessary to
do 80, to ensure a report from the revisers by the first
day of the next session of the legislature, so that such
legislature may be able to act upon the proposed re-
vision of the statutes, the said supreme court is hereby
authorized and empowered to appoint such additional
member or members of said board of revisers (aot ex-
ceeding in all two such additional revisers) for such
length of time, and assign to them such duties, with
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respect to such revision as to said court may seem
proper, and a sum sufficient to pay such addit'onal re-
visers such compensation as the said court shall deem
reasonnble for guch services as they may rerder, is
hereby apprupriated out of any money in the general
fund not otherwise appropriated.

SecTION 3. The revisers shall furnish to the state Datyotrevisers
printer from time to time as the various chapters of Jmed "
their work shall be completed, all such completed por-
tions of their work. Said chapterssball be given their
proper numbers, and the state printer shall print 500
copies of each chapter in a solid form ; the pages to be
of such size as the revisers and judges of the supreme
court shall direct, with a margin of three inches on one
side, and shall lay the same before the legislatare on
the first day of the next legislature.
